British people know that Russia's 
co-operation is essential to both 
|victory and real control over the 
| peace 

Anglo-American solidarity is not 
}enough. Regardless of our wishes, 
Russia's ambitions will determine 
the settlements in some areas, such 
}as the Baltic states. Who will stop 
jher? Nobody Russia is taking 
credit for enormous German losses 
this summer, amounting to a mil- 
lion men or one-third of the esti 
mated German forces on the Rus- 
sian front. By emphasizing that 
Russia establishes her privilege of 
taking independent action. In view 
of the giant's role Russia is playing 
in the war and the amount of blood 
she has paid, clamor for a second 
front is natural 

What disturbs us more is the 
}uncertainty as to whether Russia 
will work with western nations or 
emtrench in her heartland and reach 
out only as she wishes. Will Russia 
insist on going through Iran to the 
Persian gulf? American engineers 
have developed enormous port and 
transportation facilities for that 
route. The Soviets recently sur 
prised the British by sending two 
regiments into the British zone 
without first requesting permission 


Finland still trembles to know! 
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what Moscow's wish is for 
Does Russia want a sphere of in- 
fluence over Germany that would 
include Berlin? That question is 
discussed among continental exile 
governments in London, What 
about Japan? London thinks Rus” 
sia will help with bases because 
Stalin will want to regain Port 
Arthur and other former Russian 
territory in the Pacific area. When 
Joseph E. Davies went to Moscow 
recently the Nazi press harped on 
the theme that we were trying to 
obtain Stalin's promise of bases 
for the war against Japan.

Keeping house in Moscow in war time was, I found, a 
good index to the economic status of the Soviet Union. Politi- 
cally, Russia's position was sound, both at home and abroad: 
the Communist party was maintaining firm discipline domes- 
tically, while the western powers, the United States and 
Great Britain, were doing everything possible to aid their 
eastern ally. Militarily Russia’s position was strong: the Red 
army still packed an offensive punch, a8 well as a defence 
equal to anything the Germans could hand out in any Single 
sector.

TELLS OWN STORY
